Both 
had been critically ill for several days 
and then deaths had been momentari­ 
ly expected.

She was one 
of the most competent and well known 
nurses in the state.

und where she remained until 
the

there che resigned to take a summer s 
rest, which she spent in VY ace.

.september 7, with Mrs. Chase, anoth­ 
er trumed nurse, and took charge of 
the hospital there.

Miss HoUyfieid was a native Texan, 
having been born near W eatherford 
HO years ago, and is survived by two 
sisters, Mrs. W. ll. Porter of Mineral 
Wells and Miss Flora HoUyfieid of 
Chicago. 
The former was present at 
the time of her sister’s 
demise.

which continue to arrive at Cage*. 


Washington, 
Oct. 9.—Mobilization 
of the full forces of the American 
Red Cross to combat the epidemic of 
Spanish influenza which rapidly 
is 
spreading over the country was de­ 
termined upon today and instructions 
sent to all chapters. 
In ^-operation 
with the public 
health service and the stat! board of 
health the Red Crc * 
will 
enroll 
nurses and will freely use its accumu­ 
lated hospital supplies to fight the 
epidemic. 
A call also will be made 
for volunteers to go into the home* times.

Influenza cases reported from all 
(amps since the disease became epi­ 
demic September 13 now total 167JKK), 
pneumonia cases 17,102 and deaths 
4910. 
Camp Dodge, Iowa, reported 
the 
largest number of new’ influenza cases 
during the 48-hour period to noon to­ 
day, with 3092 cases. Camp Funston, 
Ran., the next large it, reported 2070. 
While influenza shows abatement 
at Camp Meade. Md., and Lee, Na., 
pneumonia eases at the former num­ 
bered 844 with 115 deaths ami at the 
latter 357 with 74 death.-.

Grant, 111., and Sherman, Ohio, also 
reported increased number of pneu­ 
monia cases.

Americans at Verdun, Oct. 9.—Haggard from loss of sleep 
and nearly famished the men of the “lost” battalion were res­ 
cued Monday evening after having been surrounded in the Ar­ 
gonne forest for four days. 
They are recovering from their har- 
i owing experiences. 
During the time they were without comm u­ 
nication they subsisted partly on oak leaves.

One of the m ost interesting soldier 
letters published in The Eagle is the 
letter received by Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Caldwell from their son, John, who is 
now a sergeant w ith the 360th infan­ 
try ‘‘Somewhere in F ian ce.” 
The letter follows: 
In the F ront Line Trenches, 
Somewhere in France. 
D earest M other, Dad and All—Now, 
don’t got excited, a fte r reading 
the 
heading, ju st w ait, it is not as bad as 
it sound.--, for one is ju st as safe here 
a he is behind the lines, if not a thou­ 
sand tim es safer. 
One can’t get out 
of roach of these big artillery guns 
or aw ay from airplanes, so don’t fig­ 
ure th a t I am in any danger a t all. 
This has been our first privilege of 
m entioning our w hereabouts. 
Have been here for some tim e— you 
can figure for yourself how long. 
I 
have been made platoon 
sergeant, 
rm aning second in command of the 
platoon. 
My lieutenant i. off en some special 
detail, so you can see my tim e is well 
occupied. 
I do not m ind it a bit for 
I am getting more experience every 
day.

ca* h meal if he can, and a t every 
“chow'” hour he sta rts planning 
his 
ix inch shells, cana, w agon chains and 
a f« w am m unition carts in on we fel­ 
lows. Then its tim e to hit th** busher 
or find a dugout if th* re happens to 
be on** d o se aroon*!. 
It sounds at 
tim es as though then had a machine­ 
gun to every man. 
I have been out

bitions and the desire to teach chil­ 
dren the first steps h ad in g to a higher 
education. 
A fter teaching for two weeks in the 
local high school Miss Wolf contracted 
a severe cold which developed into 
grippe. H er condition was not reg ard ­ 
ed as serious until last Friday when 
pneum onia developed which 
resulted 
in her death last night a t the home of 
Mrs. J. Ii. Sanders, where she had 
been boarding since her arrival in 
B ryan. 
H er m other, Mrs. C, D. W olf 
of Lawton, Okla.. was notified but was 
unable to reach the bedside of 
her 
(laughter before the end came. 
Mrs* 
W olf arrived last night as did Penn 
W olf and Mrs. Minnie Wolf, an au n t 
and uncle of Cameron. 
Funeral at Cameron. 
The body will be taken at noon to ­ 
day to Cam eron, where 
the funeral 
will lie held from the residence of her 
grandm other, Mrs. J. B, W olf. 
In te r­ 
m ent will also be made a t Cameron. 
C. I). W olf, fath er of the young lady, 
will join the funeral party a t Cameron. 
Miss W olf was born a t 
Rosebud, 
T exas, May 30, 1896, and was an only 
child.

Pat is, Oct. 4.— In m em oriam to the 
first throe soldiers of the A m erican 
array who fell in action on November 
3, 1917, a m onum ent consisting of a 
tall g ran ite column designed by Louis 
M ajorelle will be erected a t Bethel- 
mont, located in the sector where the 
heroes fell. 
One side of the shaft will be en­ 
graved w ith the follow ing inscription: 
“Bons of th eir g reat and glorious 
country, they fought for rig h t, for 


liberty and civilization a g ain st G e r-1 
man imperialism, the scourge of the J 
’ jm an race. 
They died on th*; field J 
of honor.” 
On another side will be inscribed 
lh* nam es of the heroes as follows: 
“ Corporal 
J. 
B. 
Gresham , 
Evansville. 
“ P rivate 
Thom as P. E nright, 
P ittsburg. 
“ P rivate Merle Hay, Glidden.” 
The cross of L orraine is sculptured 
on another side. 
It is encircled in a 
symbolical w reath. 
The cross bears 
the inscription, “ Franco-U nited S tates 
1917; from Lorraine to the United 
S tates.” 
B athelem ont was in the direct line 
of fire in the operation in which the 
three A m ericans participated. 
It has 
not been thought appropriate to erect 
the column on the exact spot where 
the heroes fell. 
The work of provid­ 
ing the recognition was supervised by 
M. M irman, prefect of the departm ent 
M eurthe-et-M oselle, where Bethelm ont 
is located. 
A reproduction of the m onum ent 
will be placed in N ancy and a facsim ile 
< n t to W illiam G. Sharp, the United 
S tates am bassador to France.
